under Ihc snperinlendenev of the late 
Dr. 11. T. lYei. 

Mr. (!. made some signs before the 
boy, who asked him if he was 
deaf and dumb, lo which he replied 
Yes. by nodding his head. The 

interview was witnessed with such in- 
terest by some of the nit in hers of the 
Legislature then in session, thai they 

bad several conversations with the 

deaf unite individual on the sub, 

location spoken of, and after- 
wards passed a bill appropriating a 
sum of money for the instruction of 
deaf-mules. This good event took

Mr Saunders first enteradjthe'sohoal 

as a Slate pupil, and Mr. Cahani 

a railroad clerk, next. The first 

principal was Mr. Oarley, who threw 

up his place in about eight months. 
After his resignation, lie went lo 
Louisville, Kv.. where he taught a 
deaf mule girl as a private tutor for 
about two years. What, he afterward 
did, does not occur lo my mind. I

There is one sure thing 
about, learning a trade, and that is, 
if the advantages are meagre and the 
instructor indifferent concerning the 
progress of his pupils, they very rare- 
ly will be zealous students, and still 
■ON rarely become proficient work 
men. An active and earnest teacher 
will have eager and promising pupils, 
but an indifferent teacher will in 
variably find his charges are inclined 
to learn as little and shirk as much as 
they can. All that is needed to secure 
success is ample provision and patient 
Uld painstaking instructors.
